Weyler, 5i11 and -sullion Srokers,4 siukiang xoad, and in 1931l- 
1932 was a partner in the " Commonwealth Products Co.,” ( Im 
porters of Australian Products),72 Szechuen Xoad. severing his 
partnership witn this firm in September,1932,he established the 
“Australian Produce Co.," at 6 <iukiang xoad,which was later 
removed to 320 Szechuen Hoad. ‘this firm existed from 1932 to 
1934. He is reported to have been investing capital in cer- 
tain other commercial enterprises in Shanghai during the pe- 
riod from 1927 to 1935. it appears tnat on the whole he was 
not successful in his commercial activities and lost a con- 
siderable amount of capital. in 1955 he is reported to have 
left for Hongkong. 

Vantchurin is registered with the Hussian Mnigrants' 
Committse,118/1 moulmein toad. His wife, Mrs Anna Mihailowna 
Vantchurin nee sichenbaum still resides in Shanghai together 
with children,her present address being 1377 avenue Koad, 
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a4pte 515. She is the daughter of a xussian of Jewish origin 
nened m.5.Bichendawa, local merchant, who is reported to have 
died in Uctober,1955 at Hongkong.
